ANTONIO LOPEZ, the Meloy's 


English-speaking worker, has proved 
to be a source of practical geogra- 
phy. 
In conversations with the 


Meloys, he told how Puerto Rican 
workers depend on the sugar crop 
for their living. 


They average $2 a day for a 


five-day week, but when 
the 


crop is harvested in May, they 
are left without work or/income., 
it is for this reason that many 
migrate to the United States. 


Then- $100 round trip plane fare 


is paid by the. Gloucester county 
organization. To repay it, $10 per 
week is taken from their pay, the 
remainder going to the workers. 
From this remaining amount they 
purchase their own food. or pay 
board to their employers. 
. 


Each man receives 12 cents per 


basket during the picking season, 
but when the crop is slow, as it is 
this year, they do other farm chores 
on an hourly wage basis. 


Interested in earning, as much 


money as possible, the men, .who 
are mostly in their 20s,.; are harder 
workers than the high"" school stu-. 
dents they have replaced. Although 
the four Meloy workers aU<^ame 
from the city, they learned to pick 
the tomatoes after one demonstra-i 
tion. Since then, they are efficiently 
picking more than twice the acreage 
that 12 to 15 high school workers 
picked last year.

their heads amazed Mrs. Meloy 
when she' first saw it done. 


"They just walked along bal-

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 


PARENTS worry when the child's 


growth overshoots or fails to keep pace 
with the schedule which seems to them to 
be normal. Very often they come to the 
doctor in the hope that he can supply a 
magic pill which will slow or speed growth. 


We do have some glandular substances, 


called hormones, which -will have such an 
effect, particularly in cases where ,the 
stature is overshort, but the wise doctor 
will use them sparingly. 


' Indeed, he will not use them at all un- 


less he ^s first convinced by careful ex- 
amination that their lack is holding the 
child back. As a matter of fact there are 
many other factors which <may be re- 
sponsible for short stature. The first of 
these is heredity. Short parents are likely 
to have short children. The child of tall 
parentsaWill grow faster than the child of 
short parents. Occasionally, a child will 
seem to be late in starting the upward 
spurt which ordinarily begins in the early' 
teens, but this is only because he happens 
to be a late-maturing individual. When the 
maturing period comes, he will make up 
for lost time, and thus treatment with 
glandular extracts is inadvisable. 


It has been found that the giving of 


testosterone will cause a speeding up of 
growth. However, it is impossible~to know 
whether this speeding up adds anything 
to the ultimate height, or whether it 
simply brings the child more quickly to the 
height he would have reached naturally. 
Then, too, one must consider whether or 
not such treatment may have harmful 
effects. Hence, there is no advantage in 
speeding up growth in such children 'if 
they are going to reach normal height 
without the treatment. 


Where shortness is due to lack of secre- 


'tion from the thyroid gland, the giving of 
this substance is, of course, in order. 


Parents are always concerned about 


girls who seem to be growing too fast. This 
rapid growth occurs at the maturing 
period of girls just as it does in boys*Par- 
ents must remember that this rate of 
growth will not continue indefinitely and 
that with the onset of the regular monthly 
periods, it will almost certainly stop. Tall 
girls should learn to carry their stature 
with poise. 


It is true than in an occasional rare 


instance there may be some disturbance 
of the pituitary gland which is responsible 
for abnormal height. To determine when 
such £ condition is present a thorough 
study by a specialist in glandular disorders 
may be necessary. Unfortunately, however, 
in these cases there is not a great deal 
which can be done to relieve the condition. 


If there is concern over the child's 


stature, the best thing to do is to seek 
the physician* advic*
